Wheat has advanced about 1 cent for 
the week, though western receipts have 
been 7,014,911 boahela, against 8,7S7.788 
last year, and Atlantic exports, flour in- 
cluded, again exceed last year's 3,836,- 
008, against 1,887,787 bushels. The beat 
western estimatsa of the crop have been 
raised again. 

Corn moves from farms less freely 
than a yeai- ago, the low prices hinder- 
ing, but ex; orts were l.„'98,774 boshels, 
against 17k, 818 last year. 

Cotton has been weak again, declin- 
ing a (juarter for the week and the Jan- 
uary option 27 pants. The quantity 
which has come into sight, j)er cent 
less than last year to date, does not yet 
indicate a yield ;iO or ."i? iK>r rent small- 
er, as many predict, though tln» recent 
movement is very slow. Northern spiu- 
uers liave taken ahottt ft third less uan 

last year. 

Wool lias beea slightly strengthened 
by the London sabis, but the average of 
quotations by Coates Brothers is only a 
tenth of 1 jier cent higher. Sales con- 
tinue large. ti,4«.'5,100 jxiunds for the 
week, of which rtO p«>r cent was foreign. 
Jlanul'actuii'rs have 
idle at present, and orders thus far are 
not entwaraging. Dress goods 
less demand and Atlantic all-wool J. 
cashm<M-es. were reduced 10 per cent. 

Iron and it« products axe lower, an- 
thracite No. 1 at $13; plates at l.S and 
bar 1.8 cents and bessemer pig $13 at 
valley mills, with billets $16.60. The 
average of all quotations ia 8 1-3 p<)r 
(;ent below I '.ie highest point in Septem- 
Itor, but act al sues ore frequently made 
Ix'low iiuotations.

7.— The mysterions 
abseni e of Detective Ilid;)li Crawford 
has been accounted for. The detective 
is after Zachoriub Lewis, the Urbr.na 
(O. ) bank wrecker and robber, and waa 
placed on the case by Oolonel Deitsoh at 
the request of the local banks. Lewis 
not only caught all of the Urbamt 
banks, but by iiuans of skillful forger- 
ies and manipulations of bogus papers 
is said to have victimized the local 
banks of nearly a quarter of a million 
dollars. The local bankers did not men 
tion their loss in the general expose tihat 
followed, hnt kept qiuet nutU the first 
sensatioa over the affair blew over. 

They then held a consultation and de- 
cided to get the best detective money 
could procure to ran down tiie forger. 
They agreed npon Crawford as the best 
sleuth in this section <tf the oonatry, if 
not the entire United States, and asked 
Oolimel Deitsoh to lend them his serv- 
ices. The police commissioners wie 
seen and the consent of the proiier au- 
thorities obtained. 

Crawford was fnmished with a hu j^'e 
sum of money and given a carte tdaaohe 
for any amont he misht need. 

He traced Lewis from Urbana to a 
remote region in the interior of the 
state, where the bankw-forger was 
raised and was said to be prote<-ted by 
desperate peojde who would quickly 
kill anyone they discovered in search of 
him.
